Mr*  Chaiman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  jinnual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1965<> 

The  vital  statistics  show  an  increase  of  ten  in  the  number  of 
deaths  compared  with  the  previous  year,  while  the  number  of  live  births 
showed  an  increase  of  twenty*  In  spite  of  this,  the  adverse  balance  of 
deaths  over  births  continued,  but  the  estimated  raid-year  population 
sho'vred  an  increase  of  50  to  5l60,  Heart  disease  once  more  headed  the 
list  of  causes  of  death  followed  by  cancer  and  vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system,  in  that  order.  There  was  one  infant  death,  but  no 
stillbirths  were  recorded. 

There  was  a small  outbreak  of  measles  during  the  year,  the  cases 
occurring  mainly  in  June  and  July,  The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  was  otherwise  lov7,  end  no  cases  of  diphtheria  and  none  of 
poliomyelitis  \Tere  notified. 

The  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the  Lmpjrovement  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  for  the  district  was  almost  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
while  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the  Stratton  Disposal  Works  necessitated 
the  preparation  of  a scheme  for  pucping  the  Stratton  sev^age  into  the  main 
3ude  systan  for  disposal  via  the  sea  outfall.  In  spite  of  the  lilcely 
amalgamation  of  the  Ooimcil's  water  undertaking  with  that  of  the  North  Devon 
iVater  Hoard,  progress  continued  vlth  measiores  to  improve  pressures  in  the 
higher  levels  in  Foughill,  and  vi  th  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the 
improvement  of  storage  and  distribution  facilities  for  the  Urban  District 
as  a Tiiole. 


I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Durston,the  Council’s  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  in  all  aspects 
of  our  work  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's  other 
Departments  have  continued  their  willing  co-operation.  I am  grateful  to  the 
General  Practitioners  of  the  District  for  their  continued  co-operation. 

Cnee  again,  it  is  a pleasure  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help 
and  encouragement  I have  received  from  the  Council  and,  in  particular,  from

Area  (in  acres)  4y294-<>  The  Urban  District  of  Bude/Stratton  is  partly  a 
health  and  seaside  resort  and  partly  agricultural  in  character.  It  is 
bounded  at  its  western  extremity  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  coast-line  in 
this  particTular  part  of  north  Corravall  running  almost  due  north  and  south. 

Whilst  the  hinterland  is  undulating  and  hilly  in  character,  contour 
heights  seldom  rise  above  500  feet  and  this  no  doubt  is  in  part  the 
explanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figuires  (average  annual 
rainfall  for  20  years  33 <>74")?  which  in  viev/  of  exposure  to  the  prevailing 
south  westerly  ^vinds,  might  be  expected  to  be  considerably  higher. 

Population  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1965  to  be  5^160,  an  increase  of  50  on  the  previous  year.  In 
1965  there  were  76  births  and  82  deaths,  6 more  deaths  than  births. 

Deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year 
was  82,  compared  with  72  in  1964<>  The  crude  death  rate  based  on  the 
mid-year  population  was  I5.89,  compared  with  14o09  in  I9640  The  following 
table  has  been  compiled  for  comparison  with  previous  years

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  District  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  VAles,  it  is  necessary  to  make  a correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations.  This  is  done 
by  applying  to  the  crude  death  rate  of  the  District  an  "iirea  Comparability 
Factor”  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  0,65  for  this 
District, 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate,  therefore,  is  10,328  which  may  be 
conpjared  with  that  of  11,5  (provisional)  for  England  and  Vifales. 

Births  - Tlie  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  this  District  was  76  compared 
with  56  in  1964«  The  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  is  14«728.  ^Then 
the  Registrar  General's  Area.  Comparability  Factor  for  births  (1.25)  is  applied 
to  "this  figure,  the  Standardised  Birth  Rate  of  18,41  for  this  District 
coirpares  with  18,1  (provisional)  for  England  and  ¥ifales.

Illegitimate  Births  - There  v/ere  three  illegitimate  births  assigned  to  the 
District  during  the  year,  compared  -with  tvra  in  I964,  Shown  as  a proportion 
of  the  total  number  of  live  births,  this  represents  3»94  per  cent.

General  Medical  Services 


General  medical  services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  let,  194^,  are  provided  by  medical  practitioners  resident  in 
the  district,  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity 
medical  seiviceso 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  194^,  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district 

(a)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursinp-;e  Nurse -midwives  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midv/ifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(b)  Health  Visiting;.  Health  Visitors  are  available  to  give  advice 
on  health  matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  Originally 
cancerned  with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  which 
is  still  their  basic  function,  they  are  increasingly  concerned 
with  other  age  groups,  particularly  the  aged.  Some  health 
visitors  combine  this  work  with  general  nixrsing  and  midwifery. 
All  act  also  as  school  nurses. 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held 
monthly  at  the  Castle,  Bude, 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  v/hooping 
cough  and  tetanus,  and  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination,  are 
provided  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of 
materials  to  the  family  doctor. 

(f)  Home  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  employed  to  provide  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circumstances,  a charge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
concerned. 

(g)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For 
sitting  cases,  utilecon  sittiiig  case  vehicles  are  used,  Yi/hen 
appropriate,  some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car 
Service,  a voluntary  organisation.  Day-to-day  administration 
of  the  service  is  carried  out  from  imibulance  Control,  Bodmin. 
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(h)  Prevention  of  Illness  a Care  and  After-Care, 

A Pall-tinie  tuberc-ulosis  health  vj.sitor  is  provided  for  the 
care  end  after-'care  of  tuberculous  perscnso  District  nurses 
are  available  to  assist  in  the  home  treatment  of  such  persons 
■when  requii’ed  by  the  Chest  Ph^^sician  or  famil.y  doctor® 

Routjne  ti.ibercv)li.n  testing  and,  if  necessary,  BeC®G.  vaccination 
(i,e->  vaccination  against  tuberculosis)  is  provided  for  senior

Certain  special  investigations  ai’e  carried  out  in  other  types 
of  illness  by  district  health  visitors,  while  health  education 
is  carried  out  by  'the  County's  medical  and  nursing  staff® 

(i)  Mental  Hea-lth^  The  County  Council  has  certain  respcnsibilities

the  North  Ne-von  Water  Board,  a>.ppears,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  be  not 
very  far  distant o Nevertheless,  the  Council  has  pressed  fo.rvvard  vri-th 
the  prepsi-ation  of  the  scheme , mentioned  in  previous  reports,  for  the 
impi'oveinent  of  storage  and  di.stribution  facilities  within  the  District, 

This  scheme  has  been  so  devised  that  it  v/ill  fit  j.n  vd.th  the  overall  plans 
of  the  Nortla  Devon  Water  Boax'd  Y/hen  the  amalgamation  is  effected,  and  the 
Consultant  Engineers  have  been  in  touch  with  the  Board's  technical  officers 
to  that  endo  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  had  been 
completed,  and  the  details  forvvai’ded  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  In  the 
meantime,  to  effect  an  iiiprovement  in  pressures  in  the  most  badly  affected 
area,  at  the  higher  levels  in  Poughill,  the  Water  Engineer's  staff  have 
laid  a 6"  main  from  the  highest  point  of  the  existing  main  in  Poughill 
village  to  Inch's  Shop,  and  erected  a 3^^000  gallon  storage  reservoir  at 
325  0,D,  in  field  Ordnance  No,  8978»  addition,  a 4"  link  main, 

incorporating  a reflirx  valve,  was  laid  connecting  the  Burn  Lane  main  vd-th 
the  Stamford  Kill  main  at  Stratton,  with  the  object  of  improving  the  supply 
to  properties  at  Stamford  Hill,  The  Council  had  also  approved  further 
emergency  measures  to  effect  a general  improvement  for  the  coming  summer 
season.  These  included  a proposal  to  descale  the  old  trunk  main  from  the 
head-^Torks  to  the  distribution  area,  as  check  reading  had  indicated  that 
this  main  vmis  carrying  only  about  tv/o-thirds  of  its  potential  deliveryo 
Additionally  it  was  proposed  to  desoale  the  Widemouth  main,  and  insert  an 
in-line  booster  to  effect  an  improvement  in  the  supply  to  that  area, 

Regarding  the  major  scheme,  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  is  awaited, 

A very  dry  spring  during  the  year  under  revieYY  was  followed  by  a 
wet  summer,  and  after  a period  of  wet  weather  a dramatic  change  occurred 
in  the  quality  of  the  water  supply.  The  water  had  a dark  brown  colouration, 
and  there  were  complaints  by  householders  of  smell,  particularly  v/hen  the 
water  was  heated.  Bacteriological  samples  at  this  initial  period  were  far 
from  satisfactory,  and  the  rate  of  chlorination  was  boosted  to  the  maximim 
possible,  and  adjustments  were  made  at  the  filter  beds.  Weekly  sampling  Yv'as 
resorted  to  during  this  period.  In  addition  to  the  usual  bacteriological 
sasples,  chemical  samples  were  taken,  and  these  confirmed  the  opinion  that 
large  quantities  of  vegetable  grovrth  had  gained  access  to  the  supply,  much 
of  it  in  solution.  This  excessive  vegetable  matter  absorbed  the  chlorine 
to  a large  extent,  thus  producing  unsatisfactory  results.  A time  lapse 
occurred  before  bacteriological  samples  became  uniformly  satisfactory,  but 
the  position  was  stabilised  in  about  a fortnight. 

As  a result  of  this,  the  overall  picture  in  respect  of  bacteriological 
reports,  a table  of  which  is  appended  below,  was  considerably  less  satisfactory 
than  normal. 

The  system  for  the  temporary  supply  of  water  to  the  hamlet  of  Bush 
was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
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Fe^v  difficulties  v/ere  experienced  during  the  season  with  regard 
to  shortages,  either  within  the  District,  cr  at  hidemoutho  The 
comparative  rainfall  figures  indicate  a wet  summer^,  and  this,  no  douht, 
\v3.a  a considerable  contributory  factor  in  preventing  losses  in 
pressure  in  the  Ei^ply,  The  actual  figures  for  June,  July  and  August 
respectively  were  2o06''j  4,63'*  and  2e79’'j  as  compared  with  lo37’'j  2.47*’ 
and  1.51"  respectively  in  the  corresponding  months  of  1964.

iio  the  time  of  v/riting,  the  major  scheme  for  the  improvement  of 
the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposai  for  the  District  has  reached,  an  advanced 
preparation,  and  it  is  understood  that,  with  one  or  two  minor 
exceptions,  the  proposals  are  ready  for  submission  to  the  Ministry,  In  the 
meantime,  continuing  difficulties  have  been  experienced,  in  achieving  a 
Scitisf actory  effluent  at  the  Stratton  Disposal  iVorks.  In  point  of  fact  a 
successful  prosecution  was  instituted  by  the  Cornwall  River  ,^iuthorityo 
This  is  not  to  say  that  the  Council's  Engineer  has  not  teen  making  every 
improve  the  effluent,  but  with  obsolete  works  this  has  been  a 
difficult  taskc  However,  by  the  construction  of  a final  settling  lagoon, 
cn'j.  altered^  land  treatment,  recent  sarrples  have  conformed  with  the  standard 
set  by  the  River  juithority,  and  have,  in  fact,  in  some  instances,  been 
well  within  the  Royal  Commission  standard.  It  must  be  stressed,  however, 
that  with  the  present  virorks  this  improvement  can  only  be  expected  to  be 
temporary.  In  order  to  relieve  this  situation,  a scheme  has  been  drawn 
up  to  lay  a new  7”  trunk  sev/er  from  a point  above  the  old  works,  to  connect 
in  with  the  existing  Coast  View  sev/er  near  Cleavelands,  so  that  the  Stratton 
sewage  will ^ eventually  discharge  into  the  sea  outfall  at  Bude.  This  scheme 
will  necessitate  the  pumping  of  the  sewage  from  the  old  works  to  Coast  View, 
and  suitable  pumps  have  been  included  in  the  proposals.

The  :ser-7ices  of  the  trained  Rodent  Operator,  who  has  now 
reached  retirement  age,  have  been  retained  for  a period  of  twelve 
months*  Tliis  operator,  who  is  engaged  for  most  of  the  year  on  a four 
day  week,  remains  an  effective  and  conscientious  member  of  the  staff, 
it  is  not  possible  to  maintain  the  degree  of  survey  work 
foimerly^carried  out,  the  District  remains  relatively  free  from  infesta- 
tiono  In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  private  dwellings,  business 
premises,  agricultural  holdings,  and  all  the  Council's  properties  have 
received  attention,  and  two  more  heavy  infestations  of  the  refuse  tip  at 
New  Road  have  been  effectively  dealt  yifitho 

A spot  check  on  the  sewerage  systems  revealed  little  or  no

Dux'ing  the  yecr,  no  Council  houses  wove  built o This  \w.s  due 
in  part^to  the  high  cost  of  building  in  the  District^  and  in  pari;  to  the 
Council's  vie\T  that  present-day  economic  rents  v/ould  be  beyond  the 
means  of  most  prospective  tenants,  in  an  area  where  the  level  of  wages 
is  well  below  the  national  average, 

Txie  slum  problem  is  not  a serious  one  numerically  in  the 
Dj-strict,  m-Ost  unfit  properties  being  dealt  with  individually  when  existing 
Council  accommodation  becomes  avciilable  for  re-housing  the  tenants  o During 
tne  past  lew  years,  the  position  has  also  been  eased  by  the  improvement  of 
ma-ny  of  the  older  houses  either  privately,  or  by  means  of  standard  grants, 
and  vindoubtedly  the  rate  of  improvement  would  increase  if  the  Council  were 
to  consider  applications  for  discretionar’y  grants.  The  situation  would  be 
further  helped  if  the  Council  were  to  provide  a limited  number  of  houses 
for  rehousing  tenants  in  unfit  properties. 

The  year  has  seen  the  arrival  within  the  District  of  building 
contractors  fz'om  other  Districts,  who  appear  to  be  prepared  to  develop 
on  a larger  scale  than  has  been  usual.  In  addition,  the  Council 
implemented  a policy  of  developing  land  for  private  housing  development. 
Roads  and  other  services  were  completed  on  the  first  phase  of  this  scheme, 
and  tile  plots  sold  to  private  individuals  at  an  inclusive  cost  which  v/as 
the  rnieons  of  intending  ov/ner/occupiers.  These  two  factors 
have  caused  a gratifying  upsurge  of  private  home  development  wi  th-in  the 
District,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  com.parative  figures  given  belov»r.  i7hilst 
outside  contractors  have  largely  been  responsible  for  this  increase,  it  is 
pleasing  to  noLe  that  the  tradesmen  and  labour  employed  have  been  madnly 
taken  from  the  local  building  force.

Inspections  of_,  and  advisory  visits  to  food  premises  have 
again  been  an  important  paid  of  the  Vvcrk  of  the  Department,  These 
visits  have,  unfortunately,  been  limited  to  a certain  extent  by 
adaitional  duties  which  appear  to  accumulate  annually,  but  this  sector 
of  the  Public  Health  field  has  been  covered  reasonably,  and  it  is  hoped 
with  the  staff  now  available  that  the  back^’log  will  soon  be  covereda 

Inspections  aiid  advisory  visits  are  a very  important  part 
of  the  work  in  a seaside  resort,  and  in  this  respect  the  Department  has 
^ways  been  of  the  opinion  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure, 
iniormal  comment  and  advice  is  generally  acceptable  to  management 
staffs,  and  in  spite  of  difficulties  imposed  by  the  seasonal  character 
of  the  trade,  good  standards,  with  very  feiv  exceptions,  hai^'e  been 
maintained,  andaio  fomal  action  has  been  requiredo 

Meat  Inspection 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,1963,  came  into  force  on  1st 
October, 1963 » These  Regulations  impose  upon  local  authorities  the  duty 

of  inspecting  all  meat  slaughtered  within  their  areas,  previous  legislation 
having  been  peimissj.ve  in  this  respe-cto  They  also  empov/er  local  authorities 
to  charge  the  operators  of  slaughterhouses  for  inspection,  in  accordance 
with  a limiting  scale.  Under  the  Regulations,  inspectors  are  required,  as 
far  as  possible,  to  be  present  at  thetime  of  slaughter,  and  to  mark  all  meat 
passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption  with  an  identifying  stamp©  Inspectors  are 
also  required  to  carry  out  the  inspection  in  accordance  with  a detailed 
Bcnedule  of  examination,  this  having  previously  been  left  to  the  discretion 
and  experience  of  the  inspector o 


Compliance  with  the  Regiilations  has  continued  throughout  the  year, 
in  spite  of  odd  difficulties  and  persistent  frustrations.

^.foraally  that  they  propose  to  extend  the  p.resent  premises,  and  hope  to 
double  tne  throughput  in  the  not  too  distant  future.  They  anticipate  that 
tne  premises  will  be  constructed  to  satisfy  the  Common  Market  Standard. 
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Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  of  0,5%  over  the  previous 
year*  None  was  found  ij.a  cattle,  and  in  all  ^ases  the  lesions  were

Cysticercus  bovis  showed  a marked  increase  over  ttie  previous 
year*  No  case  of  generai.isation  was  found,  and  all  carcases  were 
eiibjected  to  the  statutory  procedure.  Several  cysts  were  taJcen  or 
sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Plymouth  for  conf ixmation,  and 
this  was  received  in  all  cases, 

Pisposal  of  condemned  meat  an.d  other  foods 

Condemned  meat,  both  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  butchers* 
shops,  is  removed  by  a contractor,  who  sterilises  and  processes  it,  and 
converts  it  into  animal  feeding  stuffs. 

Tinned  and  similar  goods  are  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  tip 

and  buried. 

Ice-cream  (Heat  Treatment J Regulations,  1959 » 

There  are  40  ice”Cream  dealers  in  the  District  whose  premises 
are  registered.  Of  these  32  retail  the  product,  and  8 do  not  a.t  the  moment® 
There  are  no  manufacturer-ret aiders  in  the  District,  all  the  ice-cream  on 
retail  sale  being  the  products  of  the  multiple  manufacturers.  On  sampling, 
the  wrapped  variety  has  maintained  a high  standard  throughout,  but  trouble 
has  again  been  experienced  with  the  bulk  loose  t^^e.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
season,  many  ssjirples  of  this  type  of  the  product  produced  unsatisfactory 
results,  necessitating  inspection  and  advisory  visits,  and  repetition  of 
sampling.  Ultimately,  completely  satisfactory  results  virere  obtained,  onoe 
a satisfactory  routine  of  handling  and  sterilisation  of  utensils  had  been 
establisiied, 

A similar  number  of  samples  was  taken  to  that  of  the  previous 
year.  In  the  circumstances,  the  results  were  remarkably  similar,*  atid 
taking  into  account  the  repetition  of  sarrpling  from  the  less  satisfactory 
traders,  the  ovex’all  picture  is  rather  better  than  in  past  years.  The

B.CaC.  Vaccination  continues  to  be  offered  to  all  susceptible 
contacts  of  knov/n  cases,  most  of  whom  avail  themselves  of  this  protection. 

The  scheme  for  B. C.G.  Vaccination  of  susceptible  senior  school 
children  was  continued  by  the  County  Council  during  the  year,  again  with 
a good  response. 

Mass  Radiography  Service.  The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  a visit  to  the 
Bisti’ict  for  a sirrvey  open  to  the  general  public,  from  11th  - 14th  May. 
During  the  visit,  7^2  persons  v/ere  examined,  354  male  and  4O8  female.  Of 
these,  two  males  and  four  females  were  referred  for  further  investigation. 

The  last  visit  of  the  unit  for  a general  survey  Y/as  in  October- 
November,  I96O,  when  1181  persons  were  examined,  580  male  and  6OI  female. 
iiS  the  Unit  d’oring  the  years  since  I96O  has  paid  visits  for  public  surveys 
to  other  centres  in  the  area,  this  may  have  affected  the  attendance  on  the 
present  occasion. 


OTHRR  DISEiiBLS 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  During  I965,  there  were  one  male  and  eleven  female 
deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer.  None  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung.  The  total  of  deaths  from  this  cause  since  1949  remains 
therefore,  at  24  male  and  nine  fenale  deaths.  During  the  same  period, 
there  have  been  91  male  and  112  female  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer. 

Cancer  of  the  Cervix,  This  type  of  cancer  affects  women,  and  affects 
the  neck  of  the  womb.  Of  recent  years,  a method  has  been  evolved  for  the 
early  detection  of  the  condition  before  it  reaches  the  cancerous  stage, 
and  when  it  is  readily  responsive  to  treatment.  This  process  of  early 
identification  is  known  as  cervical  cytology,  and  involves  the  taking  of 
smears  from  the  tissue  of  the  neck  of  the  vrornb,  which  are  examined  micro- 
scopically at  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  The  actual  taking  of  the  smear  is 
completely  painless.
